2. He feels our trend toward decentralization and field coordination 
through the wider use of senior representatives is very sound: 

3- He found the field generally uninformed on the intelligence side, 
on the general trend of intelligence thinking in Washington, and 
on Agency policy. He felt this underscored the need for ’‘feeding 
points'-' (e.g., Senior Representatives) in the field; 
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
